Climate: Darwin’s long-range dust 


The winter dust came predo- 
minantly from Africa, and the 
autumn, spring and summer dust 
predominantly from South 
America. The African dust was 
brown, fine and nimoşt entirely 
devoid of organié material. The 
South American dust, on the other 
hand, abounded with organic spe- 
cies. It seems possible. therefore, 
that what Darwin collected and 
Professor Ehrenberg analyzed was 
a mixture of the two, 


All that dust, the Miami group 
Says. could provide a substantial 
fraction of the mineral sediments 
of te trapical and equatorial 
North Atlantic; could [transport 
fungal spores from one continent 
10 anther, and probahly causes a 
marked increase in the solar heat- 
INA of the troposphere and a cool- 
ing of the surface, 

That would increase atmospheric

Charles Darwin’s dust, raised by 
the winter storms in Chad and 
Niger, has been detected far away 
in French Guiana. twice a8 far AS 
Darwin thought it travelled. wher 
he first saw the dust during the 
voyage of the Beagle. According IO 
new measurements, as much as 400 
miliod tons of that dust may. be 
deposited each vear In the North 
Aڱlantic.‎ and while suspended in 
the ‘atmosphere mav significantly 
affect the climate of the region. 

Darwin noticed rhe dust at bis 
first landing, three weeks out of 
Plymouth, in the Cape Verde 
Isfands off Wesr Africa. He cor- 
rectly attributed it to the West 
African storms known as the har- 
mattan. “ The dust falls in such 
quantiles as to dirty everything on 
board ", he wrote in The Voyage 
of the Beagle. *“ Vessels hare even 
run on sore owing fo the obs- 
curity of the atmosphere.’ 

Later. a Professor Ehreribe: 
analysed the dust for him, : am 
found a profuslon of üny siliceous 
skeletons among the material, 
some from frestwater jnfusoria 
and some from plants. Bur Darwin 
was surprised that most of the 
infusorla were nêw to Professor 
Ehrenberg; that none of them was 
2 known African species, and tar 
twn of them were known only in 
Soınh America.
